Cornish  Free  Public  Library — Report  of  the  Trustees. 


The  Trustees  have  added  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year, 
fourty-one  (41)  vokimes  of  books.  The  Trustees  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  two  books  presented  by  Winston  Churchill,  himself  the 
author;  Richard  Carvell  and  The  Celebrity.  Four  (4)  magazines 
have  been  taken  ;  The  Granite  Monthly.,  Harpers',  Mc(Jlares\  Cos- 
mopolitan and  Revieiv  of  Revieivs.  Some  of  them  have  been  bound 
and  placed  in  the  Library,  and  all  will  be  soon.  The  town  will  have 
to  raise  a  small  sum  to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  librarian.  Again 
the  Trustees  would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the  inhabitants  of 
this  town,  to  the  fact  that  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  the  Librai'y 
are  not  sufficiently  appreciated.  Great  pains  have  been  taken  to  pro- 
care  a  good  and  interesting  selection  of  books.  As  the  list  from  year 
to  year  grows  larger,  it  is  hoped  that  its  circulation  will  in- 
crease in  a  corresponding  ratio.

Report  of  the  School  Board. 


We  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the  school  year 
ending  February  15,  1900  : 

There  have  been  the  most  pleasant  relations  between  the  School 
Board,  pai'ents,  teachers  and  pupils.  We  wish  to  impress  upon  the 
parents  their  responsibility  in  regard  to  our  schools.  Lettlie  parents 
in  each  Division  feel  it  their  duty  to  visit  their  school,  thus  becoming 
acquainted  with  the  work  in  general  and  the  relation  of  their  own 
children  to  it.  Let  them  also  endeavor  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  teacher,  not  only  in  the  school  room,  but  in  their  homes.  Thus 
prejudice  and  misunderstanding  will  be  removed,  the  children  will 
have  a  greater  interest  in  their  work,  and  the  teacher  will  be  support- 
ed and  encouraged. 

We  have  endeavored  to  make  such  use  of  the  school  funds  that 
each  Division  and  each  child  miglit  have  an  equal  share  in  the  bene- 
fits derived.  The  repairs  have  been  such  as  would  make  the  school 
rooms  more  pleasant  and  comfortable,  and  keep  the  buildings  from 
decay.  The  American  Word  Book  lias  been  substituted  for  the  old 
and  worn-out  Spellers.  Each  school  has  been  provided  with  a  globe 
and  some  new  maps  have  been  purchased.  We  recommend  the  pur- 
chase of  new  Arithmetics  as  the  old  ones  have  been  in  use  for  a  long 
time  and  are  now  in  many  cases  unfit  for  use. 

Complete  statistics  will  be  foimd  upon  other  pages.  That  these 
give  only  a  slight  idea  of  the  amount  of  work  done  and  the  results 
achieved  must  be  evident  to  all.  Let  there  be  no  false  economy  in  the 
support  of  our  schools.  Any  expenditure  which  may  give  the  children 
better  advantages,  make  school  life  more  pleasant  for  them,  or  se- 
cure more  competent  instructors,  will  bring  countless  blessings  to  our 
own  homes  and  community.
